Parents Happy Over Union ot 
Young Couple and Had 
Fitted Up Their Home. 


Mrs. Leonore Cox, left with a baby 
boy, two months old, is grieving over 
the inexplicable absence of her young 
ijusband, Rhodes H. Cox Jr., who dis- 
appeared mysteriously from their home 
at 1245 North Euclid avenue, Oct. 26. 

‘Despite continuous search on the part 
of her and her husband's parents, and a 
large number of the friends of both, 
to trace of the missing young man has 


‘been found. 


Only two weeks of their wedded life 
had been spent in their flat when Mr. 
Cox left without explanation, on his 
part or any cause that his parents or 
his wife’s relatives are able to deter- 
mine. 

. Mrs. Cox is now at the home of — 
father, John C, Craib of 5130 Morgan 
/street. ' 

Eloped To St. Charles. 

The strange disappearance of Mr. Cox 
is the latest development in a romance 
that was the subject of much congratu- 
lation when the first chapter was writ. 
ten a year ago. 

Mr. Cox, who is but 23 years old, and 
his wife, then Miss Lenore Craib, had 
been sweethearts for a year, when, in 
December 190, they eloped to S§8t. 
Charles, Mo., and were married by the 
Rev. Mr. Bby. 

There had been no objection on the 
part of the young couple’s parents, and 
the trip to Gretna Green was thought 
to be the desire to avoid the formali- 
ties of the wedding that had been 
planned. 

When they returned to St. Louis and 
announced thejr marriage, Mr. and M?s, 
e center of a circle of 
young married people and entertained 
and received entertainment almost con- 
tinously for a month. 

Last month his parents and Mr. 
Craib rented and (furnished a flat 
for the young couple. They had 
been comfortably installed only two 
weeks when Mr. Cox left one morning, 


‘with the announcement that he would 


return as usual after work. 

That was the last his wife has seen of 
him and his parents are equally in the 
dark as to his whereabouts. 

Rhodes H. Cox Sr., of the Ely & 
Walker Dry Goods Co., said that he 
was unable to suggest any reason for 
his son's absence. . 

“I have not heard from him,” said 
diligent inqu'ry I cannot find any one 
who has had any word from him or 
to whom he ever intimated that he in- 
‘tended leaving.

QUICK TRIAL URGED 





Brother Asked Speedy Action, 
Saying Sister Has Little 
While to Liver 


Ill from conspmption and unable 
to speak above a whisper, Oma Vaughn, 
aged 15, was carried into Criminal Court 
in an invalid chair Monday to testify 
in behalf of her brother, Norman 
Vaughn, charged with manslaughter in 
the fourth degree. 

The girl was an eyewitness of the 
killing of Hayden Loring, their landlord, 
by her brother in the World’s. Fair 
boarding house at 4219 West Belle place, 
Nov. 2, 1904, in a quarrel over a board 
bill. Vaughn, who relies on his sister’s 
testimony to establish self defense, 
asked the Court that his trial proceed 
without. delay, saying that his sister 
was near death, and would probably not 
be able to come to court within a short 
time. 

As other witnesses, whose absence 
from the city has prevented a trial 
on former occasions, were present, 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Jones an- 
nounced that the State was ready, and 
the impaneling of jurors commenced. 

Vaughn, who has been at liberty on 
bail, carried his sister in her chair up 
the Four Courts steps and into the 
courtroom, assisted by his attorney, 
Charles F. Krone. Her mother, Mrs. 
Delia Vaughn, was at her side. 


Near Death’s Door. 


The girl was an object of compas- 
Sion as she was borne into the 
crowded courtroom. It did not need 
‘the lawyer’s announcement to tell 
those who saw her that she was prob- 


jably near death’s door. 


That her mind was unaffected by 
her bodily weakness was shown by 
her whispered questions ‘and com- 
ments to her brother and his attorney. 

Vaughn, his mother and his sisters, 
Oma and Delia, boarded at Loring’s 
house on West Belle place, toward the 


{close of the World's Fair. 


He made 
agreement with Loring by which he A; 
to pay the board of all in advance, a 
discount being allowed. 

At the end of the month Loring 
claimed a sum of money as a balance 
due. Vaughn held that he had paid the 
landlord’s claim in full, under their 
fagreement. 

The two men fought in the hallway. 
Of the shooting of Loring by Vaughn 
witnesses have told different stories. 
One said that Loring was shot while 
he was sitting in a chair. Oma Vaughn 
has declared from the first that her 
brother was felled by Loring, who sat 
upon him, and that when he struggled 
to his feet, Loring pursued him to his 
bedroom, where he picked up the re- 
volver and fired as thé landlord rushed 
upon him. This is also- Vaughn's ver- 
sion of the killing. 

Following the Coroner’s inquest, which 
developed this contradictory testimony, 
Vaughn was indicted on a charge of 


manslaughter in the -fourth degree. 
Relatives of Loring took the ying be- 
fore a subsequent grand jury, in the 
effort to have an indictment on a graver 
charge returned, but the grand jurors 
refused to do more than’ their prede- 
cessors had done.

Folled in an attempt yesterday to 
surprise and capture Frank Ball, slay- 
er of Jack Bolen, and his band of out- 
laws éntrenched in the ruin of an old 
moonshine distillery on the mountain 
south of town by’ the accidental dis-~ 
charge of a militiaman’s gun, the com- 
pany of military under Capt, Albrecht 
gave unequal battle to the feudists 
and retreated into town. 

They lost two men wounded and two 
are missing. 

Shelby Ball, brother of the outlaw, 
was severely wounded, and two other 
mountaineers were seen to fall, but were 
carried away by their comrades. The 
mountaineers chased the militia almost 
to the town limits. 

Capt. Albrecht is reorganizing his 
force and will make another attempt to 
capture the outlaws, who number be- 
tween 45 and 65, 

He is aided by the Law and Order 
League, which has received $2000 to 
prosecute the efforts to capture Ball. — 


Three Outlaws Fall. 


Except Shelby Bill, it is not known 
whether any of the outlaws were 
wounded, though two soldiers say they 
saw three men fall. The attacking par- 
ty of soldiers did not make a direct 
charge, but sought to take the enemy 
in the flank, but failed owing to the 
accidental discharge of a gun, which 
gave warning of their approach. It iss 
said the militiaman whose gun went 
off had an attack of buck ague, which 
caused the accident. 

As planned by Capt. Albrecht, about 
tweniy soldiers left the city in a. di- 
rection almost opposite that of the 
mountain. Arriving at the base, they 
deployed into line, halted, apparently 
waiting reinforcements. They kept this 
position for nearly an hour, and then 
from far ,.up the mountain side came 
the quick, sharp bark of a rifle, then 
another, and a third, and then a per- 
fect fusillade. 

The advancing militia had been dis- 
covered and from the doors and win- 
dows of an old house, an illicit distil- 
lery, the fire of the outlaws poured. 

They were quick to discover the ene- 
my, and from their point of vantage 
delivered so hot a fire that no soldier 
could advance up either of the two ra- 
vines leading to the summit of the 
hilL 
A retreat was finally ordered. and 
down the mountain side the soldiers 
picked their way, firlnme as they re- 
treated from boulder to tree, and from 
tree to boulder, regular guerrilla style. 
The scene fs described as dramatic 
in the extreme, and it is certainly with- 
out parallel In the history of Kentuckys. 


Frank RBall’s Crime. 


The crime for which Frank Ball is 
wanted is the murder of Jack Bolen, a 
barber, an inoffensive man, but with a 
number of friends.

Nays Old Lady Took Important 
Papers When She Dis-

NEW YORK, Nov. 6—For the first 
tine since the tragic death of old Mns. 
Todd, her French maid, arie Goddard, 
made a statement today. It brought to 
light one. important fact—that Mrs.

Eider Cheary Disputes the Claims of Astronomers, Says 


the Sun Moves and the Earth Stands Still 


| LDER JOHN CHEARY, who for- 

E merly dealt in poultry at the 

Biddle Market in St. Louis and 

now fraises poultry near Catawissa, 

Franklin County, Mo., 4s a preacher of 

the denomination called The Church of 
God. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch he of- 
fered to pay $1000 to anyone who wouid 
prove to him that the sun is 93,00u,au 
miles away trom the earth. At.the re- 
quest Of the Pusi-Dispatch he has elab- 
vrated his objections to the teachings 
of astronomers as follows: 

By Elder John Cheary, 
Hisu §$«disiance OL 93,0"W,Q0 miles 
7 is so great that it is itm. 
possible for the average mind 
.0 comprehend the distance in an 
intelligent manner, and if the mind! 
fails to so comprehend this vast dis- 
tance, how can the eye penetrate so 
great a distance? 

The rays, or light. of the sun to pene- 
trate this great distance, would be im- 
possible and unreasonable, and no ma- 
icrial could form such a light. 

Now, a sun that is not in motion could 
not generate heat and light any more 
ihan an electric wheel could generate 
and emit light and heat whiie not in 
motion. 
und emits heat and light while not in 
mction is unscientific, and you might 
just as well expect the electricity to 
senerate and emit, by the running of 
the cars, while the electric wheel was 
not in motion, as to expect the gun to 
generate and emit light and heat by 
the running of the earth and the sun to 
stund still. Therefore, the sun must re- 
volve around the earth, and not the 
earth around the sun, and to be at that 
great distance it would be compelled to 
run so fast to make its circuit that no 
cye could perceive it. 

On the other hand for the earth tq re- 
volve at the rate it must, to make its 
circuit in 24 hours, of 60 miles per sec- 
ond, it could not be inhabited, it thus 
coming in contact with air, and material 
at this speed would generate and emit 
heat, and light. Therefore it could not 
be inhabited, or life could not exist on 
this. earth. Fee aaa 

The earth, no doubt, Is circular. 

Moses of Ribical fame, was reared and 
educated in the hot bed of atheism, 
Egypt, this is proven by the atheistic

inch of this earth, 130,000,000, one-six- 
teenth of inches of sun, and to reduce 
this 130,000,000 one sixteenths of inches 
of sun to miles, would make a sun 1.28 
miles, 1,243% feet in diameter, to 1-l6th 
of an Inch of earth. How could we have 
any night with such a sun to every 1-16th 
of an inch of this earth? Our teachers 
pind professors take an apple or an 
Orange and they set a one-inch light be- 
hind it and say to the innocent people 
now ‘‘you see this shadow, this Shadow 
represents our night.’’ 

Now to properly represent the sun be- 
hind a three-inch earth they must have 
a light to represent the sun, 10,249 miles 
946 2-3 feet in diameter. 

What kind of a light would that be to 
sit behind an orange? How much night 
would you have then? Would not the 
children’s eyes bulge out to see such a 
light behind an orange? The orange rep- 
resenting this earth, and a light 10,249 
miles 946% feet in diameter to represent 
the sun. Some old people’s eyes ought 
to bulge clean out to believe such hy- 
pothesis. 


Good, common sense is the best wa) 
to settle this as the teachers in com- 
mon use an apple or an orange about 
three inches in diameter and then the, 
Place a light of one inch, or a lamp, 
behind a three-inch orange, and thi: 
gives the desired shadow that divides 
the light and darkness proper, makin. 
day and night properly divided. You 
see this practice is practical and you 
see this practical practice would giv 
us an @arth three times greater than 
the sun. 


As to the distance to the sun, when 
they set a one-inch lamp behind a 
three-inch orange they generally set : 
about two- feet off from the orange 
That would make the distance eigi.i 
times the size of the earth or 64,0W 
miles. 

Now the moon is not so far off as the 
sun. Its circuit can not be so great 
for it makes its circuit 68 minutes 
quicker than the sun. Therefore, i1. 
regular times it comes between som« 
portion of the earth and the _ sun. 
Hence our eclipse. 

The teaching in our schools ig es- 
thetic, unscientific and impractical. 

I am 67 years old; I have spent near 
50 years of this life hunting for truths 
and I find that the nearer to the Bible 
I stay the nearer to the truth.

William Loeb Jr., president Roosevelt's 
secretary, and the Rev. Roland C. 
Smith, rector of St. Jonn’s Protestant 
Episcopal Church, at Sixteenth and H 
streets, Washington, D. C., which Mrs. 
Roosevelt and the President's family 
attend. 

Miss Doree, through her counsel asks 
damages against Mr. Loeb and the Rev, 
Dr. Smith, in the aggregate uf $50,000 
basing her claim upon a charge of false 
arrest and imprisonment in Washington 
on Oct. 8 last. Miss Doree, who was 
born in New Orleans 24 years ago, has 
attained a reputation because of her ef- 
forts in behalf of the persecuted Jews 
in Russia. Her most recent work, 
which, in part, is responsible for the 
present litigation, is entitled “Jesus’ 
Christianity, by a Jewess.”’

New York, Chicago and Philadelphia 
will be the only cities asked to carry 
two clubs. This-at least is what some 
American or National De Quinceys have 
dreamt. Some of the bamboo basters 
Say that it is the American League 
clubs that will drop out. Others hoid 
that it will be the Nationals. frank 
Dunn, the theatrical man who failed to 
get the Boston ational Club, started the 
contest, Dunn, evidently miffed at his 
faliure to get the club, is telling all 
@bout the ailéged consolidation. Dunn, 
however, makes it a one-league story 
and holds that there will be but one club 
in all the big cities. 

Last summer Dunn caught the Boston 
club owners asleep and secured an op- 
tion on the club property. The National 

ague Magnates tound that Dunn was 
not a desirable partner. He had the 
option, however.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 6.--The 
from the interior shows that there 
been little improvement in the revolu- 
tionary situation. In some places disor- 
ders have recommenced with redoubled 
fury. The horrible story of massacre 
at Odessa is not fully known-here. In 
the Caucasus the Tartars and Russians 
are cutting each other's throats, and 
the Armenians are giving themselves up 
to pillage and incendiarism. 

From Bachmul, Bessarabia, comes an 
entirely new tale of revolt. <A. three- 
days’ attack on the Jews began Thurs- 
day, with every indication of police or- 
ganization. Jewish students were beaten, 
the Jewish stores in the markets were 
sacked during the day, and during the 
night the plunder of residences com- 
menced. 


Troops arrived on the scene, but the 
following day the work of pillage was 
resumed before the eyes of the soldiers 
and police. The prayers of the hunted 
Jews for mercy were unavailing. To- 
ward noon the torch was applied to 
stores and houses. The police would 
not permit the Jews to fight the fire 
and the troops were withdrawn. Then 
the pillage began afresh. 

It was temporarily stopped Saturday 
morning through the efforts of the Rus- 
sian peaSants, but the police spread 
false reports which aroused the mob 
and there was a renewal of the work 
of plunder and massacre. The losses are 
said to be in the millions of dollars. 

A telephone message from Moscow 
says the Jews are terror-stricken with 
fear of @ massacre there. Many of 
them have abandoned their lodgings 
and are sleeping in the houses. of 
friends.

The bullet struck Wilson in the hip 
and he fell. His revolver, a handsome 
peari-handled weapon with a long bar- 
rel, fell a few feet from him out of his 
reach. He was trying to get to it when 
the detective came up and seized it. 

Wilson made no further resistance 
and was taken to St. Mary’s in an am- 
bulance. -His injury is not serious.

As Wilson started to run the 
detective jumped upon Springer and 
threw him to the ground. e took his 
revolver from him and Springer ac- 
companied him to Jail without trouble.
